A TRIP  ABROAD 

(Continued  from  119th  catalog) 

It  is  about  nine  and  a half  hours'  ride  from  Copenhagen  to  Ber- 
lin by  train  and  ferry.  We  arrived  at  eight  in  the  evening,  after 
a fine  ride  through  rural  Germany.  We  were  not  too  well  loaded 
with  tourist  marks  as  we  afterwards  discovered.  The  very  favor- 
able rate  at  which  travelers  may  purchase  tourist  marks  outside 
Germany  before  their  entry,  makes  it  worth  while  to  spend  about 
twenty  dollars  a day,  or  about  one  hundred  marks,  a quota  of  these 
cheap  marks  allowed  per  person  by  the  German  government.  Once 
inside  Germany  these  cheap  marks  have  the  purchasing  power  of 
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about  forty  dollars  per  day.  If  you  buy  your  marks  in  Germany, 
you  would  get  only  about  fifty  marks  for  twenty  dollars. 

Thousands  of  people  were  arriving  for  the  Olympic  games  but 
we  had  excellent  service  in  the  largest  hotel  on  the  continent  which 
can  seat  five  thousand  in  the  nine  restaurants.  I had  chicken,  and 
an  excellent  meal.  Generally  no  butter  is  served  except  at  the 
continental  breakfast.  So  we  would  often  order  butter,  and  pay 
extra  for  it.  Generous  tips  are  expected  definitely,  and  it  is  money 
well  spent  for  any  traveler  in  foreign  lands,  whether  or  not  it  may 
be  just.  A fifteen  per  cent  service  charge  is  made  at  many  Euro- 
pean hotels,  but  in  addition,  it  is  well  to  be  generous  with  tips,  for 
the  added  delight  and  ease  of  feeling  are  worth  it. 

The  next  morning  a ten  minutes’  walk  brought  me  into  the  rare 
coin  establishment  of  Robert  Ball,  where  we  were  received  with 
exceeding  courtesy.  A long  time  was  spent  in  looking  over  a splen- 
did stock  of  rare  coins,  and  selections  made.  We  found  a German 
guard  mount  interesting,  but  far  less  impressive  than  the  English 
Royal  Guard  mount.  The  city  was  elaborately  decorated  with  flags 
and  bunting  for  the  Olympics.  The  five  colored  circles  were  every- 
where present.  We  inquired  what  the  colors  designated,  and  were 
informed  that  the  circles  represented  five  land  masses.  The  red 
circle  was  for  America  (North  and  South),  the  red  for  Indians. 
The  green  circle  for  bushmen  from  Australia.  Black  for  negroes 
from  Africa.  Yellow  for  Mongols  from  Asia.  Blue  for  Europe 
(in  all  flags  of  European  nations).  We  never  verified  this  explan- 
ation. 

Berlin  has  a population  of  over  two  million  proper,  and  over 
four  million  including  suburbs.  The  night  life  is  in  much  contrast 
with  that  of  London,  where  there  is  none.  Some  of  the  night  clubs 
are  ultra-modern,  and  their  entertainment  most  attractive.  The  fa- 
mous Kroll-Garten  begun  nearly  a hundred  years  ago  by  King 
Frederick  William  IV  for  social  entertainments  is  one  of  the  love- 
liest garden  restaurants  in  Europe.  It  is  in  the  midst  of  the  charm- 
ing Tier-Garten.  Well-known  bands  furnish  music.  Fashionable 
people  gather  here.  There  are  indoor  and  outdoor  restaurants, 
dancing  within  a large  ballroom,  and  outside.  The  Kroll  opera  is  a 
meeting  place  for  the  German  Reichstag,  and  international  con- 
gresses. (To  be  continued.) 
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For  50  years  its  monthly  visits  have  been  a source  of  inspi- 
ration and  a stimulus  to  all  grades  of  collectors  from 
the  beginner  to  the  advanced  student.
